Bulgaria’ must .surrender all _works-of 
art “and valuables. stolen from allied 
eountries and must pay an indemnity of 
2,250,000,000 francs in periods of thifty- 
séven years. As for territorial changes 
Bulgaria is deprived of Thrade, although 
she is promised an oytlet to the Agean 
Sea under: the League of Nations. 

Bulgaria also loses Strumitzia, a small 
triangle of territory, to. Serbia. The 
boundary betweeh Bulgtrfa: ‘and’ Ru- 
manta isleft as before the war with 
very minor. exceptions... 





Allies. to Dispose of Thrace Later. 


Special to The New York-Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. .18.—An official 
summary of the: tréaty -of peace pre- 
sented by the’ Allied Peace’ Conference 
at Paris to the plenipotentiariés of Bul- 
garia, made ‘public by the State Depart- 
ment tonight, shows that the: question of 
permitting ‘Bulgaria an. outlet to the sea 
through Western Thrace is left to the 
future dispdsition of the allied Govern- 
ments. It is stipulated, however, that 
whatever solution is adopted by the 
Allies*,an’ ‘‘‘ economic ’’ /outlet. to the 
Aegean Sea will -be Finis merwicae p te Bul- 
garia. 

The powers reserve under the tnea ty 
the right to return all or part of the. 
territory to, Bulgaria, transfer part to 
Greece, incorporate the remainder with 
Eastern Thrace ‘as’ ‘an international 
State, or to make*any other solution. 

The matter: of. permittihg Bulgaria to 
have a. pathway to the Aegean was one 
of the questions that disturbed . the 
serenity of the Peace Conference. Pres- 
ident Wilson urged this. concession.’ ‘The 
President contended that if the outlet 
to the sea was denied the foundation 
for a future war might. be laid. 

‘It 4s the understanding here that hie 
United States will be a party to’ the 
treaty, mainly for “the purpose ‘of. lend- 
ing its-weight to insure Bulgarian ob- 
rservance of the League of Nations 


The United States is not to be .repre- 

sented on the interallied conmimission

Women Indorse Magistrates’ Plea 
for More Officers. 


Following addresses by Chief “Magis- 
trate McAdoo‘and Chief Probation Of- 
ficer Edwin'J. Cooley,~the Women’s 
City Club yesterday adopted resollitions 
indorsing the request of the, Board of 
City Magistrates for more’ probation 
officers and“ appointed committees to 
call upon Mayor Hylan and the Board 
of Estimate in this connection. ~More 
than fifty organizations, having a mem- 
betship of 100,000, were represented at 
thé meeting. Miss Mary ‘Garrett Hay, 
President of the club, presided. 

Magistrate McAdoo explained the 
work of the. magistrates’ -courts ‘and 
said that it was made possible “by ‘the 
staff of probation officers, of which 
there are only forty-two in the oity. 
More than three-fourths of the proba- 
tion work, he said, deals with cases 
from the Domestic Relations Courts. He 
added that broken homes and disrupted 
families are the breeding places of 
crime and moral debauehery. : 

“The probation . officers build up 
these homes and keep the parents alive 
to their responsibilities to thelr chil- 
dren,”’ he said. 

Mr. Cooley said-the requested increase 
would result in an prs f to the city. 
He said it costs the city 60 cents a day 
to send a man to jail and only 6 cents 
a day to place him on probation.

A NEW JERSEY EPISODE. 

In what seems to have been an: ex- 
cess of zeal Adjt.. Gen. GmuKrson of 
New Jersey sent confidential orders 
on Wednesday night to commanders 
of the four State militia units to be 
prepared to mobilize for whatever 
service they might be called upon to 
render in an emergency.

THE TEN-HOUR DAY. 

It is an impressive picture of condi- 
tions in Germany which our cable dis- 
patch from The. Hague paints for 
us. German workmen are at last 
realizing that high wages will not 
solve even the workman’s own prob- 
lem of living, but will tend rather to 
bring .an ultimate financial crash 
about the ears of all. The only rem- 
edy, they are convinced, is hard, long 
hours. of labor and ‘intensive saving. 
And so, with a wisdom which is un- 
usual in Germany and a system which 
is characteristic, they are beginning 
to demand a ten-hour day. As yet, 
it seems, the demand is not universal; 
for they couple with it a demand’ for 
military protection in their labor— 
presumably against the enraged ad- 
vocates of a six-hour day—while a 
proposal to make the ten-hour sched- 
ule statutory. for the entire nation 
has confessedly a problematical . fu- 
ture with the present Government. In 
one of his books Lewis CaRROLL pic- 
tures the’ populace clamoring about 
the palace with cries of ‘* Less bread! 
More taxes!’’. He was‘ widely sus- 
pected of. a humorous intent. The 
outstanding fact with regard to the 
situation as pictured in Germany is 
that it is so obviously sane and wise. 

It is noteworthy also as indicating 
the dawn of a new Germany.. The 
motto of the old’ order: was ‘‘ One for 
all and‘ all for One.’ The One, of 
course, was the Kaiser. If the new 
Germany pictured in our dispatch has 
a motto; it is ‘‘ Each for All.”’. That 
is the motto of all true republics. 
Rwén in the United States it is not 
altogether unknown. Some weeks 
ago the workmen of the Midvale Steel 
Company issued. a statement that 
showed as clear @ grasp upon funda- 
mental principles as the statement 
from Germany.

In the second part of its annual report 
for the year ended June 30, 1919, which 
Was made public yesterday, the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company says 
that unless an increase of fare is per-

This poor financial condition, it says, 
has been forced upon the company by 
the increased cost of materials and sup- 
plies, increased wages; and other ex- 
penses of operation.

An abstract of.the report prepared b 
the company states that the net cor- 
porate. income for the year shows a 
deficit of $3,810,339.92, and then it says: 

‘* As the same item for. last year was 
a favorable balance of $4,662,758.92, the 
decrease in net corporate income for the 
year is $8,473,098.84. The net operating 
revenue of $16,973,883.43 is a decrease 
from last year of $4,410,508.39; for while 
the gross operating revenitie ($48,207,-- 
209.83) increased §$2,709,481.65, _ the 
operating expenses ($26,233,326.40) in- 
creased $7,119,990.04. 

“The subway division showed an in- 
crease in operating revenue of 12.78 per 
cent, and the elevated division a de 
crease of .44 per cent. The operating 
expenses increased 37.25 per cent."’

HERMAN ‘SAYS HE SHARED 





Manager Baldwin Admits © That 
Lump-Sum: Payments Have 
Been Greatly Abused. 





F. Spencer Baldwin, manager of the 
Insurance: Fund’ of ‘the State Industrial 
Commission, was the principal witness 
yesterday at the investigation into the 
management of the commission being. 
conducted before Special Commissioner 





{Jeremiah F. Connor at the City Hall. 


,Mr. Baldwin told at length how he had 
; investigated various charges of wrong- 
doing on the part of the employes of 
the commission, but had dropped them 


when he had found there was little more ; 


than runiors to back them up. 
Additional ‘testimony was also given 
by claimants who said they hgd ‘paid 
money to claim adjusters of the com- 
mission for having their claims settled 
in lump sums ‘instead of by the weekly 
Payment system. Benjamin Asserson, a 
ainter of 884 Flushing Avenue, Brook- 
yn, who had a claim of $3,000 against 
the commission for injuries -receiv 
while at work, told a. circumstantial 
story of how he handed over $1.000-.of 
the gen he had recgived to a man 
named ‘ Friedlander,’’ who. had called 


at his home and had promised to see 


that his claim went~ through the com- 
mission without delay. 

iu. Dawson, CoOu.sel to, the investi- 
gating committee, asked Asserson to look 
uround tre room and. see if he could 
j identify the ‘‘ nice-looking fellow:’’. as 
he had described ‘* Friedlander.’’. As- 
serson was unable to pick him out. 

Asserson fractured his wrist on Oct. 
28, 1918, while working at the Army 
; Base, Fifty-ninth Street and. First 
| Avenue, brooklyn. -He had -received an 
$15 a week under the Em- 
ployers'. Liability act. and had. drawn 
twenty-one payments when a man v- 
ing the name of ‘' Friedlander ’’ led 
‘upon him, he said, and told him he 
represented the commission and had in- 

uence there. : 

“What proposition did he make to 
you? ’’. asked Mr. Dawson. 

“He asked me how much I could get 
if the claim was paid in a limp sum,”’ 
Said Asserson. ‘‘ 1 told him about $3,000 
or $4,000. He said he didn’t think I could 
get more than. $1, Later he said 
ne. might manage to get me $3,000 and 
that if he did he ought to get some- 
thing for his trouble. I ‘already had a 
letter to appear at the office of the 
commission and when I went there they 
took up my case. I do not know who 
the commissioners were, but they asked 
me if I would be satisfied with an award 
fof $3,000. I told them I would. They 
told me I would get. a check in three 
or four days. 

** After that ‘Friedlander’ came to my 
house. He told me he would show me 
how to get my ch without. delay. 
During our talk he hinted that- the 
check might be neid up or stopped or 
something \jand that he could show me 
how I’ could get it: We then went to 
the office of the State Insurance Fund, 
where I got the check for $3,000. Then 
I took the check to the oftice of the 
Manufacturers’ Trust Company in Thir- 
ty-fourth Street. lFriedlagder took the 
check, cashed it, gave e $2,000 and 
kept $1,000 himself. I asked him if he 
was going to keep the $1,000 for him- 
self and he replied that he had to divide
